For  the  benefit  of  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs  the  following 
extract  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  submitted : 

General  Laws,  Chapter  140 

Section  137.  Licenses  and  tags.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a 
dog  which  is  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
March  thirty-first,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described 
and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April  following. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  or  body,  a  collar,  or  harness  of  leather  or  other 
suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  securely  attached  a  tag  in  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  director,  and  upon  which  shall  appear 
the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  year  of  issue.  And 
if  any  such  tag  shall  be  lost  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall 
forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  Town  Clerk,  at  a  cost 
of  ten  cents. 

Section  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  may  at  any 
time  have  it  licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April  following,  and  a 
person  who  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  after  April 
first,  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog 
which  becomes  three  months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any 
year,  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old,  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
described,  licensed  and  collared  or  harnessed  and  tagged  as 
required  by  Section  137.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  town  of  Wendell: 

Your  superintendent  is  pleased  to  present  herewith  his  fourth 
annual  report. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  teaching  personnel  of  the 
schools  of  Wendell.  The  fourth  grade  at  the  Center  School  is  twice 
as  large  as  any  of  the  other  grades.'  Because  of  this  condition  and 
to  make  the  number  in  either  room  about  the  same,  it  was 
decided  to  split  the  fourth  grade  into  two  sections. 

The  general  attitude  of  the  pupils  and  teachers  in  the 
schools  of  Wendell  is  good.  There  is  a  genuine  evidence  that  the 
occupants  of  our  classrooms  enjoy  being  in  school  and  that  they 
are  anxious  to  improve  their  capacities  for  straight  thinking. 
There  is  coming  into  existence  a  genuine  school  spirit  which  is 
bound  to  make  better  school  citizens. 

REPORT  CARDS 

The  new  report  booklets  are  being  used  in  all  the  towns  of 
the  school  union  (Erving,  Leverett,  Shutesbury,  Wendell). 
While  there  have  been  a  few  parents  who  have  been  somewhat 
disturbed  by  the  radical  change  from  the  former  report  card,  the 
general  reaction  has  been  decidedly  favorable.  Mrs.  Florence  L. 
Gay,  Superivsor  of  Elementary  Education,  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  has  been  outspoken  in  her  praise  of  the  card. 
Many  superintendents  of  schools  have  asked  for  copies.  The 
Union  39  Teachers'  Association  made  a  rather  exhaustive  study 
last  year  of  many  types  of  report  cards  used  in  various  school

systems.  We  submitted  for  adoption  a  composite  card  which 
embodied  what  we  considered  the  most  worthwhile  features  of 
many  different  cards.  We  asked  parents  their  opinions  on  features 
which  might  or  might  not  be  worthy  of  incorporating  in  our  new 
system.  A  large  percentage  of  parents  agreed  that  they  were  not 
satisfied  with  the  old  card,  that  character,  courtesy  and  citizen- 
ship should  be  given  more  prominence  and  that  cards  should  go 
home  every  month.  To  save  expense  of  printing  it  was  decided 
to  provide  pages  for  eight  reports  rather  than  ten  and  accordingly 
November,  December  and  May,  June  are  grouped. 

I  should  like  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  inside  front 
cover  of  the  present  report  booklet.  This  is  headed,  "Progress  in 
Habits  and  Attitudes.' '  This  record,  even  though  it  occupies  only 
one  page  of  the  report,  has  already  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
improved  behavior  on  the  part  of  a  large  number  of  our  boys  and 
girls.  One  can  readily  understand  that  a  pupil  who  merits  good 
marks  in  most  of  the  fourteen  items  listed,  is  bound  to  enjoy 
school  and  incidentally  is  on  the  way  toward  doing  satisfactory 
or  excellent  work  in  our  regular  school  subjects.  The  formation 
and  development  of  good  habits  and  attitudes  is  highly  import- 
ant. Even  though  a  pupil  obtains  a  high  rating  in  all  his  arithme- 
tic, reading,  English,  history,  geography,  etc.,  will  he  take  his 
place  as  a  worthy  citizen  in  our  community  if  he  has  not  develop- 
ed his  industry,  initiative,  obedience,  self-control,  courtesy, 
neatness,  honesty,  trustworthiness,  school  spirit  and  loyalty  to  a 
highly  satisfactory  degree?  We  sincerely  hope  that  parents  will 
feel  free  to  comment  favorably  or  unfavorably  and  make  sug- 
gestions which  can  be  used  as  a  basis  for  revision  and  improve- 
ment of  this  new  report  card. 

PENMANSHIP 

Ever  since  I  came  to  Wendell  in  1935,  I  have  noted  that  the 
handwriting  of  the  majority  of  our  pupils  has  been  of  extremely 
poor  quality.  The  teachers  have  done  their  best  to  improve 
conditions  but  the  results  have  always  been  rather  meager.  Our 
forebears,  as  you  know,  felt  that  "reading  'ritin',  and  'rith- 
metic"  were  extremely  important.  These  subjects  are  just  as 
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important  today  as  they  were  in  the  days  gone  by.  A  careful 
study  of  penmanship  schemes  and  plans  has  resulted  in  the 
unanimous  adoption  all  through  the  union  of  the  writing  course 
of  study  known  as  "The  Functional  Handwriting  System  of 
Penmanship  Supervision. "  This  system  has  been  put  into 
operation  by  a  great  many  school  systems  in  all  parts  of  the  state. 
Its  originator  is  Mr.  William  L.  Rinehart  who  is  not  only  a  master 
of  the  art  of  handwriting  but  who  is  also  thoroughly  versed  in 
educational  theory.  He  did  his  graduate  work  in  the  School  of 
Education  at  Harvard  University  where  he  obtained  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Education.  He  is  a  professor  at  the  State  Teachers' 
College  at  Fitchburg.  Mr.  Rinehart  has  held  many  group 
teachers'  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  instruction.  His  trained 
supervisors  visit  each  classroom  once  a  month.  As  this  report  is 
being  written,  there  have  been  only  two  visits  but  even  now 
there  has  been  a  very  noticeable  improvement  in  the  writing 
ability  of  a  large  number  of  pupils.  Hitherto  writing  lessons  have 
been  considered  by  the  majority  of  boys  and  girls  as  a  very 
tiresome  piece  of  drudgery.  Mr.  Rinehart,  by  several  ingenious 
schemes,  has  been  able  to  arouse  interest  in  handwriting  to  such 
an  extent  that  all  members  of  any  given  schoolroom  are  enthusi- 
astic in  co-operating  to  obtain  a  high  rating  by  the  supervisor  for 
the  room.  A  set  of  papers  written  before  the  system  was  put  into 
operation  will  be  compared  with  another  set  written  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT 

Teachers  in  other  towns  of  the  union  have  become  interested 
in  taking  courses  for  professional  improvement.  It  is  hoped  that 
our  teachers  will  avail  themselves  of  some  of  these  opportunities 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  teachers  of  the  union  all 
belong  to  the  National  Education  Association.  Likewise,  we  all 
belong  to  the  Union  39  Teachers'  Association  which  is  affiliated 
with  the  Massachusetts  Teachers'  Federation.  Belonging  100 
per  cent  strong  to  our  local,  state,  and  national  professional 
organizations  means  that  we  are  vitally  interested  in  our  profes- 
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sion  and  are  willing  to  support  these  associations  in  their  efforts 
to  bring  about  better  educational  opportunities  all  along  the  line. 

Your  superintendent  a  year  ago  was  enrolled  in  a  class  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Frank  Wright,  formerly  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  at  the  Harvard  University  School  of  Education. 
Last  summer  he  took  a  course  given  by  Dr.  William  O'Keefe  at 
the  State  Teachers'  College  at  Hyannis.  Dr.  O'Keefe  was  former- 
ly supervisor  of  Research  and  Statistics  and  Interpreter  of  School 
Law  with  the  State  Department  of  Education.  This  course  was 
given  especially  for  secretaries  to  school  superintendents.  Since 
your  superintendent  has  no  secretary  he  felt  that  he  could  profit 
by  his  personal  attendance. 

TEXTBOOKS 

There  will  need  to  be  a  great  many  replacements  of  text- 
books during  1939,  Many  of  those  now  is  use  are  in  very  bad 
condition.  The  life  of  a  school  textbook  is  usually  about  three 
years.  Many  of  ours  have  been  in  use  four,  five  and  six  years. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  roof  of  the  Center  School  has  been  re-shingled.  This  was 
an  added  expense  of  this  year.  It  is  very  urgent  that  both  the 
Center  School  and  the  Northwest  School  be  repainted  this  year. 
If  this  work  is  put  off  much  longer  the  ultimate  cost  will  prove 
excessive. 

SUPERVISORS 

Your  attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  reports  of  the 
school  nurse,  school  physician  and  supervisors  of  music,  drawing 
and  penmanship.  These  departments  of  school  activity  are  most 
worthwhile  and  we  are  fortunate  in  having  men  and  women  of 
proven  ability  in  these  fields. 
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FINANCES 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  heavy  expense  of  shingling  the  Center 
School,  your  committee  would  have  been  able  to  return  a  small 
unexpended  amount  this  year.  There  do  not  appear  to  be  any 
reasons  why  our  school  expenses  should  be  any  heavier  this 
year.  It  is  quite  reasonable  to  suggest  that  the  appropriation  for 
schools  will  not  have  to  be  increased  for  the  coming  year. 

CONCLUSION 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  the  friendly  spirit  of  co-operation  and  interest  which 
is  evident  on  the  part  of  pupils,  teachers,  parents,  supervisors  and 
school  committee.  With  such  an  atmosphere  we — all  of  us — 
working  together  for  the  best  interests  of  education,  ought  to  be 
able  to  accomplish  great  and  lasting  achievements  in  this  import- 
ant activity — that  of  guiding  children  toward  the  accomplish- 
ment of  all  that  is  within  their  ability  to  accomplish.

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Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor 


To  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wendell: 

During  the  past  year  the  lower  grades  studied  the  human 
figure,  first  in  a  stationary  position  and  later  in  action.  Land- 
scapes, houses  and  animals  were  drawn  at  various  times  through- 
out the  year.  Simple  designs  and  color  schemes  were  also  taught 
in  these  grades.  Lessons  involving  the  use  of  lettering  and  meas- 
uring were  planned. 

The  upper  grades  continued  their  study  of  curvalinear, 
parallel  and  angular  perspective.  Original  designs  of  stripes  and 
plaids  were  made  which  necessitated  exactness  in  measuring  and 
the  careful  use  of  the  ruler.  These  grades  also  made  Easter  and 
Christmas  cards  with  envelopes  in  which  to  place  them.  Original 
central  and  axial  balance  designs  were  made  using  color  schemes 
of  the  pupils'  own  choosing. 

I  enjoy  working  with  the  teachers  and  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  all  for  the 
splendid  co-operation  which  they  have  always  given  me.

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Report  of  Handwriting  Supervisor 


To  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wendell: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  handwriting  program  is 
progressing  satisfactorily  in  the  schools  of  Wendell. 

Our  major  objectives  for  this  year  may  be  summarized  as 
follows: 

1.  The  systematic  instruction  of  teachers  in  the  hand- 

writing methods  to  be  used. 

2.  A  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  situation  with  a  view 

to  giving  the  necessary  remedial  help. 

3.  The  development  of  a  handwriting  consciousness  on 

the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  and  a  general 
improvement  in  technical  skill. 

To  accomplish  these  objectives,  the  following  supervisory 
technique  is  used : 

1.  The  instruction  of  teachers  in  teachers'  meetings  and 

in  the  individual  classrooms. 

2.  All  pupils  tested  monthly  and  a  diagnostic  report  on 

the  handwriting  of  each  pupil  sent  to  the  teacher 
for  remedial  instruction. 

3.  All  rooms  visited  monthly  for  the  purpose  of  grading 

informal  handwriting;  also,  to  place  the  monthly 
unit  on  the  blackboard. 

We  have  supplied  pupils  and  teachers  with  outlines,  scales, 
charts,  room  certificates,  and  other  materials  as  needed.  Junior

High  School  Certificates  will  be  awarded  to  eighth  grade  pupil  s 
who  qualify.

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Report  of  Music  Supervisor 


To  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wendell : 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  as 
Supervisor  of  Music  in  the  public  schools  of  Wendell,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  educational  ideals  of  the  present  day,  influenced  by 
psychological  research  and  child  study,  have  brought  about  many 
changes  in  elementary  school  standards,  aims  of  educators  and 
methods  of  teaching.  In  all  branches,  educators  are  now  agreed 
that  the  material  used  must  be  intrinsically  interesting;  that  it 
must  possess  elements  of  permanent  value;  that  it  must  appeal 
to  the  minds  and  interests  of  the  children  for  whom  it  is  intended; 
and  that  the  methods  of  presentation  adopted  in  any  given  grade 
must  apply  to  the  stage  of  mental  development  characteristic  of 
that  grade.  In  other  words,  the  subject  matter  and  the  pedagogi- 
cal scheme  must  be  adapted  to  the  children,  instead  of  adapting 
the  children  to  an  adult's  comprehension  of  subject  matter,  or 
to  a  logical  and  empirical  pedagogy. 

The  child's  early  musical  experience  must  be  acquired  by 
imitation,  for  this  power  is  his  strongest  faculty  at  this  stage. 
Therefore  the  songs  best  suited  to  the  young  child  are  designated 
as  "rote  songs,"  to  be  learned  by  imitation.  The  child  must  be 
saturated  with  rote-song  experience;  he  must  be  taught  to  love 
music  and  to  love  to  sing;  to  sing  with  light  mellow  tone  quality, 
and  to  express  his  feelings  in  an  artistic  manner  through  the  songs 
he  loves.  This  training  of  the  voice  and  developing  of  the  ability 
to  sing  artistically  are  inculcated  through  sympathy  with  the 
psychological  characteristics  of  the  period.  The  child  learns  by 
observing,  by  imitating  and  by  doing  the  thing  himself. 
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He  must  be  taught  to  hear  accurately  and  to  express  accur- 
ately what  he  hears.  He  must  be  made  conscious  not  only  of  the 
song-wholes  which  interest  him,  but  also  of  the  smaller  tone 
groups  of  which  the  songs  are  composed.  A  definite  tone  vocab- 
ulary and  a  feeling  for  tonality  and  rhythm  are  thereby 
developed,  which  will  later  prove  indispensable  in  the  analysis 
and  intelligent  reading  of  new  songs  from  notation. 

Music  appreciation  may  be  begun  in  the  home  before  school 
age.  Music  of  strong  rhythm  appeals  to  young  children.  The  use 
of  toy  orchestras  and  active  physical  response  develop  the  sense  of 
rhythm  in  young  children.  All  music  used  should  be  of  the  best 
but  simple  enough  to  suit  the  comprehension  of  the  children. 

The  first  and  second  grade  in  the  primary  room  are  playing 
the  rhythm  band  which  the  children  enjoy  immensely.  They 
also  are  singing  rote  songs  and  note  reading  at  the  blackboard. 

The  third  and  fourth  grades  are  reading  notes  from  their 
books.  They  also  sing  their  songs  with  loo,  la,  and  humming  to 
improve  their  tone. 

The  elementary  room  is  doing  very  well  with  its  two  and 
three  part  music. 

In  the  Northwest  School  the  upper  grades  are  doing  three 
part  music.  The  lower  grades  are  singing  rote  songs  and  reading 
notes  from  their  books. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  school  committee,  superintendent  of  schools, 
teachers  and  pupils  for  the  loyal  and  hearty  co-operation  which 
have  been  extended  to  me  in  the  years  in  which  I  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  Wendell  schools.

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Report  of  School  Physician 


To  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wendell : 

Health  in  the  Wendell  schools  has  been  at  a  new  high  this 
year.  Defects  are  fewer  and  corrections  better. 

I  would  suggest  that  parents  be  always  on  the  look-out  for 
symptoms  of  contagious  disease,  especially  when  there  are  known 
cases  in  this  locality.  I  would  also  suggest  that  a  child  who  shows 
any  signs  of  illness  be  kept  at  home  until  all  chance  of  infecting 
others  has  passed. 

I  would  also  urge  parents  to  take  advantage  of  all  clinics: 
Dental,  Diphtheria  Immunization,  and  especially  the  Well  Child 
Conference. 

In  reality  the  protection  of  the  child  by  treatment  and  the 
advice  given  at  these  clinics  is  a  far  better  form  of  protection 
than  that  which  can  be  bought  from  any  regular  insurance 
company.

School  Physician 
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Report  of  the  School  and  Public 
Health  Nurse 

1938 

The  routine  program  has  been  carried  on  in  the  school.  This 
consists  of  assisting  the  school  physician  and  school  dentist  with 
the  annual  examinations  of  all  school  children;  the  teachers  with 
eye  tests  and  weighing  of  the  children;  Miss  Juliet  Whitteker, 
State  Department  of  Public  Health,  with  audiometer  tests  for 
hearing  of  children  in  third  and  fourth  grades;  interpreting 
findings  of  doctors  and  dentist  to  parents  and  teachers;  arrange- 
ments for  special  examinations  as  indicated;  arrangements  for 
correction  of  defects  when  necessary;  dental  clinics  conducted  and 
a  Well-child  Conference  arranged  for. 

We  who  are  concerned  about  arranging  the  Public  Health 
Program  extend  our  appreciation  to  Dr.  Diez,  Director  of  the 
Child  Hygiene  Division,  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  for 
the  assistance  of  the  services  of  a  Nutritionist  and  Dentist  at  the 
Well-child  Conferences.  Also  to  Miss  Juliet  Whitteker  of  the 
Greenfield  State  Public  Health  Office  for  her  assistance. 

Attending  physicians  were  assisted  with  maternity  care  and 
instructions  were  given  to  mothers  concerning  prenatal  care. 

Again  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  apprecia- 
tion to  the  many  parents,  teachers,  interested  citizens  and  Town 
and  School  officials  who  have  helped  with  the  work.  It  is  the 
active  cooperation  of  all  these  individuals  that  make  the  health 
program  as  effective  as  it  is  always.
